WPA Rolls to Be 


Slashed 700,000 


April Curtailment Not 


to Exceed 200,000, 


Is Report 


WASHINGTON -W>)- The Work 


Projects 
Administration announced 


that about 700000 persons would be 
dropped from its rolls within three 
months. Col. F. C. Harrfffeton, WPA 
commissioner, said tho cuts were nec- 
essary to keep work-relief within ex- 
penditures authorized by congress. 


He said the reductions would be 


made gradually. The April curtail- 
ment probably would not exceed 200,- 
000. 
Enrollment stood at2,311,500 on 


March 20. Officials said they expected 
to work it down td about 1,500,000 
by June 30. 


The forthcoming reductions, they 


said, will be comparatively drastic be- 
cause WPA has been carrying through 
the last few months almost as many 
relief workers as it carried during 
the 1938-39 fiscal year when it had 
an appropriation of $2,225,000,000. Con- 
gress made only $1,477,000,000 avail- 
able for tho 1939-40 fiscal year which 
ends next June 30. 


Harrington said the first step in re- 


ducing the rolls would be to dis- 
miss WPA workers on each current 
project as il is finished. Next he 
said, WPA would eliminate the least 
needed projects. Officials said they 
still had 
$329,000,000 of the 
1939-40 


appropriation available and a carry- 
over of 524.000,000 from 1938-39.

It 
will take motorists under, instead of 
over, the dangerous Allegheny Mts. 
Eight tunnels will take up 5 pel- 
cent of it's 190-mile length. These 
not only cut driving time by eliminat- 
ing Ihe winding mountain roads, but 
overcome the winter hazards of snow 
and ice.

Two people may not be able to live 


as cheaply as one, but the records 
for many years show that they ap- 
parently . live .more sanely than one. 


Reports from' nearly -600 hospitals 


for mental patients throughout the 
U. S. show that unmarried men and 
women are most likely to develop a 
mental disorder. This is nothing new, 
but .has been happening steadily year 


I after year. 


Being married may thus appear to 


be a'good; way-to'.ward off a mental 
breakdown. Specialists attribute this 
partly to the good mental hygiene 
of having someone with whom-to talk 
over troubles, partly to family life 
being more normal for human beings 
than life in a rooming house and part- 
ly to the berjefits of the feeling that 
someone cares for us. 


We must also recognize that a pro- 


portion of unmarried people are still 
single because they have some budding 
peculiarities which not only make it 
more difficult for them to get mar- 
ried but also may be early signs 
of a coming mental breakdown. 


Divorced people, for instance, have 


a high incidence of mental disorder; 
and in many divorce cases, it is 
obvious to the expert that the divorce 
itself is a symptom of mental in- 
stability. In those cases, the divorce1 
does not cause the mental trouble 
but is a consequence of it. 


There is one class of persons, how- 


ever, for whom marriage is usually 
hazardous to mental health. In this 
group fall those women who enjoy 
women's company more than men's 
and marry largely to be conventional 
or to get a home, and those men who 
find men's companionship more in- 
teresting than women's. 


Marriage . in such 
instances—per- 


haps one person out of 40 or 50—is 
dangerous, according to the psychiat- 
rists. It may precipitate an acute men- 
tal panic for which the best cure is 
give up marriage and live alone and 
like it. 


Many people have, married for worse 


reasons than to help keep them sane. 
The'trick is to be sane enough at'the 
outset to get married..

Republicans got nine gifts 
between 57500 and 
$10,000 and

Democrats got eight; in the $10,000- 
$15,000 level, the Republicans got 35 
and the Democrats 25. Of gifts above 
$15,000 the Republicans! got 25 and the 
Democrats 22.
